June 14 — With 
testimony having been concluded 
Saturday morning In the case of 
Dgvld Darcy, charged with the alay- 
Ing of William Kelly, 38, Feaster­ 
ville. last December, District At­ 
torney Edward Bleater made hts 
summation to the Jury this morn­ 
ing. this requiring one hour. De­ 
fense attorneys offered no testi­ 
mony.

were 
Pacey’* father and a number of 
other relatives, likewise Darcy’s 
girl friend. Most of this group sat 
with heads bowed In hands during 
the summation. 
The district attorney pointed out 
th e '‘callousness of the wise-crack­ 
ing^ trigger-happy 
bandits.” 
He 
said: “The conduct of this group 
was atrocious and vicious. Among 
the many things they did was to 
lorn Christmas into a mockery by 
. Hrs! holding-up Feasterville 
Inn. 
and then wishing the people there 
a ‘Merry Christmas' as they left two 
wounded Inside, and then fled after 
mortally wounding an Innocent by­ 
stander. William Kelly.” 
Bleater argued to the Jury that 
the shots Ared out of the bandit car 
window aa the group fled were Ared 
deliberately at a group of men. of 
which Kelly was a member, In an 
effort to prevent pursuit “What 
they did after leaving Feasterville 
compares favorably with a horror 
story. They had already morally 
murdered three men—WUllum Kel­ 
ly who died; Alan Hellerman. who 
In wo w ill my ‘partially dead*; and 
'Eddie* Wuensch. One of the gang 
wan musical. He played the piano. 
Another smart guy sang over the 
microphone Then they returned to 
Philadelphia and when mn officer
